Spring Planting ' 
Early This Year 


Outlook for Corn 
Improves in Iowa 


Farm prospects in the corn belt 
look brighter than they have (or 
several years as corn planting be-: 
gins. A relatively dry spring se a -j 
son has allowed spring grains to 
be sowed earlier than usual in most 
states. 
An exception is in 
Nebraska 
where heavy spring rains k e p t 
fields too wet to work for a con­ 
siderable period. But nation wide, 
the oats crop has been s e e d ed 
earlier than for many years. 
Seed bed preparation for c o r n 
has proceeded very rapidly and a 
record warm period at mid - April 
made must April planting of corn 
a possibility. But temperatures for 
the last week in April set opposite 
records - for coldness. On April 29, 
record lows were reported in Iowa 
and Minnesota with 21 degrees at 
Jackson, Minn., and 19 degrees at 
Sioux halls. With a recommended 
•oil temperature of 60 degrees for 
planting, 20 DeKalb corn belt seed 
production plants reported an av­ 
erage 42 7 degrees on 
April 30. 
Only a very small number of fields 
have been April planted in Illinois 
and central Indiana. 


RK81’LTS of 1957’s cool, wet Sea­ 
ton were still in evidence in the 
spring of 1958 Scattered fields of 
corn, soybeans and sorghum were 
•pring harvested particularly in the 
northern and western corn b e l t . 
Wet cribbed com showed consider­ 
able damage. In Nebraska, some 
•old as low as 40 cents per bushel 
to feeders.

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Intrusion of Government Into Business 
Laif-A-Day 


“Government Competition Is Not Com­ 
petition.’' This was the title of a talk 
made by Representative Harrison of Vir­ 
ginia, at a Climax Drive Workshop spon­ 
sored by the Citizen's Committee for The 
Hoc ver Report. He elaborated his point in 
these words: “Government competition is 
not competition as we know it in the 
sphere of private enterprise. There it is a 
contest for consumer acceptance on t h e 
basis of relative production and merchan­ 
dising ingenuity, with the competitors pre­ 
sumably starting the game all-even. When 
the Federal Government takes a h a n d, 
however, the cards are stacked, and the 
new player’s pile of chips is virtually un­ 
limited." 
The intrusion of government into busi­ 
ness has been a gradual and subtle mat­ 
ter. It is likely that comparatively f e w 
people have a clear picture of just how 
far the trend has developed. Mr. Harrison 
points out that the federal government is 
the biggest lendor, the biggest insurer, 
the biggest producer of electric p o w e r , 
and the biggest promoter of housing proj­ 
ects. He adds also that the economic well­ 
being of the great construction indust r y 
audits multitude of suppliers “is depend­ 
ent on how many dams, office buildings 
and post offices the government plans to 
build, and how liberal it will be in guaran­ 
teeing home loans.” 
There are, he goes on, all manner of ex­ 
cuses for government business operations. 
Whatever the particular excuse in a n y 
particular case, it is always based on a 
claimed necessity. In this connection he 
q u o t e s something the eminent William 
Pitt said two centuries ago — “Necessity 
is the plea for every infringement of hu­ 
man freedom.” 


The problem is now a new one. Back in 
1933 a House committee listed 232 Gov­ 


ernment business enterprises which had 
been created to meet the emergency de­ 
mands of World War I, yet were still in 
existence 15 years after that war’s end. 
These, the committee then said, “. . .re­ 
duce the private initiative, curtail the op­ 
portunities, and infringe upon the earning 
powers of tax-paying undertakings while 
steadily increasing the levies upon them.” 
In 1956, by contrast with the 1933 situa­ 
tion, a world - wide inventory of business- 
type governmental operations conducted 
by the Budget Bureau resulted in a list of 
19,771 items long! And these were confin­ 
ed to activities providing goods and serv­ 
ices for the government’s own use and so 
don’t tell the whole story. According to 
Representative Harrison, there are t w o 
other broad categories. One is govern­ 
ment activities providing goods or serv­ 
ices for public consumption, such as pow­ 
er plants. The other is activities provid­ 
ing goods or services for government per­ 
sonnel, such as commissaries and post ex­ 
changes. An estimate holds that IO per 
cent of the civilian personnel of the gov­ 
ernment is on the payroll of business-type 
activities. 
The Hoover Commission has presented 
blueprints for eliminating many such ac­ 
tivities and cutting the cost and the scope 
of others. The hope has been held out that 
this will be a “climax year” in which ag­ 
gressive action will be taken. Of that Mr. 
Harrison says: “. . .this may well be the 
climax year, but a tremendous job of pub­ 
lic education remains to be done if it is to 
be a climax favorable to the cause of lean 
and efficient government. . .”

Latter Day Cantor Found 


To Be Sweet-Voiced Leader 


NEW YORK tjfi—A new type of 
cantor is belmning to make his 
presence felt in the more than 
4,000 
synagogues 
of 
American 
Jewry. 


He still meets the age-old re­ 
quirements of the Talmud. He has 
a “ sweet voice.” He is scholarly, 
pious and humble and modest. 
But, more and more, he’s being 
t r a i n e d in American cantonal 
| schools. 


And, more and more, he's be­ 
coming the musical personality of 
his congregation in addition to his 
role as a c e n t r a l official of 
worship. 


Three American schools, all in 
New York City, are turning out 
cantors, 
whose 
services 
are 
in 
, high demand in the present boom 
in synagogue building in 'the sub­ 
urbs. 
The College-Institute School of 
Sacred Music has been training 
cantors since 1948. Its eighth grad­ 
uating class next month will bring 
the number of American-trained 
cantors to 75. 
The Jewish Theological Semin­ 
ary started its Cantorial Institute 
five years ago and Yeshiva Uni­ 
versity’s Cantorial Training Insti­ 
tute joined the ranks in 1954. 
Many cantors have a mild aver­ 
sion to the name cantor. They 


prefer the Hebrew “hazzan.” 
“The word cantor has too much 
the connotation of just a singer 
or an entertainer,” says Hazzan 
David J. Putterman, of the Park 
Avenue Synagogue in New York 
The cantor is much more th?*n 
a singer. He may entertain but 
he is not an entertainer. His part 
in the Jewish service is as im­ 
portant as that of the rabbi. 
“The rabbi is the teacher,” says 
Putterman. 
“The 
cantor 
is 
the 
emissary of the people; he’s the 
intermediary between the congre­ 
gation and God.” 
The 
cantor, actually 
conducts 
the worship service. He sings the 
prayer book. His song interpretes 
the mood of the occasion. Inter­ 
pretation is as important as voice. 
“A cantor,” says Hazzan Putter­ 
man, “should know the meaning 
and context of the prayers so well 
that a stranger to the synagogue 
cauld feel what is happening by 
the cantor's interpretation. 
“Voice is important but there 
have been great cantors who have 
had limited voices. Their great­ 
ness lay in the fact that their 
interpretations inspired their con­ 
gregations.”

Today he broached a plan that 
he says will not only help get the 
answers but will aid Ohio in re­ 
habilitating these problem prison- 
prs.

help relieve overcrowding at Ohio 
Penitentiary, London Prison Farm, 
Marion Correctional Institution and 
the Mansfield Reformatory. 
For

time 
Koblentz 
has 
been aware of Ohio's need for an- 
I other correctional 
institution, 
in 
addition to one still being 
Quilt 
j near Lebanon in southern Ohio. 
I That won’t be finished until some- 
j time in 1960 or 1961. 
Recently 
he 
announced 
Ohio 
should have either a new regular 
j prison for 1,500 men or a medical 
I treatment center that will take 
; from the regular prisons about I,- 
j 500 men it can help. 
Today he decided to concentrate 
on the medical center because, de­ 
spite its higher cost, it would have 
i a dual purpose. 
It would keep 
I prisoners and provide them with 
special treatment. 
“The medical center will be the 
next large scale building to be 
recommended for ibe prison sys­ 
tem ,” he said. “The next session 
of the Legislature will be asked to 
provide money for plans.” 
The 1,500-man capacity prison 
at Lebanon will cost about 12 m il­ 
lion dollars. Preliminary estim ates 
are that a 1.500-bed medical cent­ 
er will cost about 15 million dol­ 
lars. 
“Now we’re merely treating the 
J sym ptom s of crim e, not getting at 
the real reasons,” Koblentz said. 
“The 
medical 
center will get 
the prisoners 
who have 
mental 
! and emotional 
personality prob- 
i lems that a regnlar prison can’t 
J solve. It also will be for the chron­ 


ically ill prisoner.” 
The medical center would be 
located in central Ohio so it could 
make use of services of Ohio State 
University 
Medical School. Kob­ 
lentz said there is a chance it 
also would be a reception center 
where all male prisoners would be 
sent by courts before being as­ 
signed there for treatment or to 
other penal institutions.

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Anna McNeill--Whistler's Mother

C entral H tc ii t»»n 
. 
ANNA MCNEILL could n e v e r 
have dreamed she would become 
famous as the mother of “Jim m y” 
Whistler, who flunked out of West 
Point and considered himself an 
artist. 
Jam es had some talent as a paint* 
cr, perhaps. However, after all, 
hadn’t his canvas c a l l e d “ Ar­ 
rangement in Gray and Black — 
better known as “Whistler’s Moth­ 
er 
— been laughed at and re­ 
jected by art critics? 
And hadn’t she herself tried 
hard enough to get her son to 
forget all about being an artist? 
Born in North Carolina, A n n a 
McNeill was m a r r i e d to Maj. 
George Washington Whistler, an 
Army engineer, in 1831. 
Three years 
later, 
in 
Lowell, 
Mass , she gave birth to a son, 
Jam es, who eventually im m ortal­ 
ized her as the model of American 
motherhood. 
Whistler, Sr., accepted engineer­ 
ing assignments with a number of 
eastern railroads, the Baltim o r e 
and Ohio, the Paterson and Hudson, 
#and the Providence-to-Stoning t on. 
Then, when Jimmy was eight, Rue 
Bia s Czar Nicholas decided 
to 
build a rail line connecting Mos­ 
cow with St. Petersburg. 
• • • 
MAJ. WHISTLER accepted the 
$l2,0(JO-a-year job, took his family 
lo Russia and drew up plans for 
the 400-mile road which would take 
140 million and eight years to com­ 
plete. 
Whistler's mother, “ a preacher in 
•k in s,” did her best to create a 
more 
moral atmosphere in t h e 
Czarist society of St. Petersb u r g. 
She worked for church ref o r rn a 
and a stricter observance of t h e 
Sabbath. 
To the Russian man in t h e 
•Ireet. Mrs. Whistler distributed 
n u m b e r s of religious pa mph 
lets and was encouraged to see 
how eagerly they were accepted. 
What she did not realize was that 
most Russians were unable to read 
the pamphlets and merely wanted 
them to roll cigarets.

She had wanted her son to be- 
com 
a parson, but already the 
boy was showing an interest in art, 
spending much time at the Im­ 
perial academy. Instead of encour­ 
aging his inclination to paint, she 
tried to make light of it. 
Discussing young James* artis­ 
tic talent with a 
friend, 
Mrs. 
Whistler declared 
“ His gift is 
being cultivated as an amuse­ 
ment only. I am obliged to inter­ 
fere with it or his application 
would confine him more than we 
approve,'* 
Young Jam es tried to follow in 
his father's footsteps by enrolling 
at Wfest Point — but after t h r ee 
years, he was bounced for “drad- 
ling'” at art instead of doing his 
military lessons. 
• • • 
THIS TIME, Whistler’s mot h e r 
agreed to his studying art, and the 
youth became a student in Paris 
for two years, later settling in Lon­ 
don. There, “ his conspicuous dress 
and quick wit" won him the friend­ 
ship of many prominent writ e n , 
and “people maneuvered for invi­ 
tations to his Sunday noon break­ 
fast.” 
At 38, after exhibiting bis w o rk 
in salons of London and P a r i s , 


Whistler offered for exhibition at 
the Royal Academy a work he call­ 
ed 
The 
Artist’s 
Mother — Ar­ 
rangement in Black and Gray. 
% • * 
AN ACADEMY jury called t h e 
painting crude and refused to ex­ 
hibit it. However, it eventu a l l y 
was accepted. Awarded a go I d 
medal and p u r c h a sed for the 
French National museum in 1891, it 
now hangs in the Louvre in Paris. 
The canvas shows a tight-lipped 
woman with a sharp nose and stub­ 
born chin. Indeed, historians s a y 
Whistler's mother was a n a r row 
minded, "power-g r a s p i n g indi­ 
vidual,** puritanical and inclined to 
be overly-critical and moralistic. 
Many critics laughed at the 
painting for its severity and sen­ 
timentality. 
Accused of making his mother 
look too sweet, Whistler replied, 
"One does like to make one’s moth­ 
er as nice as possible.” He said, 
“ My mother was an old-fashioned 
gentlewoman — fine, fine!” 
Once, the artist had tried unsuc­ 
cessfully to sell the picture for $500 
but the French finally paid him 
$770 for it — tile largest amount he 
had received for a canvas up until 
that time.
